It wee at any time bee op- 
prefled with the crueltie,or diſgraced by 
the enuie, or wronged by the injuſtice 
and tyrannie of the wicked zwee.com- 
 plaine (and in ſomereſpe& not without 
cauſe) of the wicked; by whom wee re- 
ceiue our inurie : Wee Neuer enter into. 
our own hearts, to find that ſinne which 
our good God, who can iuſtly vie yn- 
luſt meanes, doth puniſh in vs. VV here- 
as if we did in finglenefle of heart exa- 
mine cuery one our owne Waics, and 
 {incerely acknowledge the groſſe corrup- 
tons of our magiſtracie , inſeeking (tor 
the moſt)-their owne, before the com- © 
mon good; the ſhamefull abuſes of our 
miniſterie, in being (many of vs) no 
where miniſters bur in the pulpir, it "a

the pulpit; the 2/atzable courtouſneſſt 
of the rich, by incloſing liuings, and ene. 
grolsing commodities, to opprefle and 
grind the faces of the poore 3 the /anfull-| 
idleneſie of the poore, which is the dayly 
mother of zceſtuous tuſts among them- 
ſclues, of vniuſt ſtealing fromother men, 
of [cat ious conſpiracies againſt the ſtare, 
and deſperat murmurines againſt God: 
we would not ſo much diſpute;whether- 
it be thee, or thee, that God ſmiteth, as 
pleadall guiltie of this iudgerent; and 
thereby ſtudic cuery oneto amend one, 
but yet not without a care to amend 04 
thers. For we areal members of one bo 
dic, and as the publicke ſinnes of priuat 
perſons prouoke the wrath 'of God & 

. gainſt whole kingdomes : ſa when the 
wdgements of God light heanic yo 
any part of the whole, euery part of the 
whole isto be mooued withit;as it were * 
with the fire of a whole citie, though I 
begun but in one houſe. For though '

(the bike whereof was not named among 
the Gentiles were bur the finne of one

In deeditcans 
not be denied but that the generall rules

difficultie is in our ſeuerall caſes and par: 
ticular aftions 3 whereby it is come to 
paſle, that as oneſaid of the controuer- 
fies of religion, That thoghrthe grounds 
were true , yet the-queſtions had made 
it rem ingenioſam eſſe Chriftianim, a 
matter of great wit to bea Chriſtian: ſo 
though the rules of good and cuill bee 
plainely true, yet good andeuill aQions 
doe ſtand vpon ſo many circumſtances, 
as that it is a matter of great wiledome 
tobea good Chriſtian .

rat aduice of ſotind reaſon, as it did in 
the Apoſtles, Luke 9. 54, who no ſooner 
faw what they liked not , but foorthwith 
were deſirous of fire from heauen.or when 
the cuſtome of euill doth' hatden' our 
hearts ; as it did the hearts of the Jewes, 


Mar. 23, 14, that in ſeeing they ſaw, and did not per- || 


cerue ; and in hearing they heard, and aid 
 zot wnderſtand. For howſocuer finne

For beſide 
the ſinne,it is an iniurie both to the price 
and zo the Fate, that either any worth 
!hould bee diſgraced by malice, orany 
' vnworthineſſe ſmoothed yp with flat- 
tetic: 70 the prince, becauſe Maicltie is 
thereby impriſoned within the blind 
eyes and the partiall cares of other mens 
affeftions, and ſo made ſubic@ro that _ 
miſerie which Seneca obſerued , wt om- 
zia poſiidentibus deſit qui verum aicat, 
that they which abound in other things 
are fartheſt off from knowing the truth : 
to the fkate,cthat the rewards ofyerrue are 
nor 
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not open 


2'to deſart, burſhut vp within 
the narrow bounds of their fauour,who 
_ either cannotivdge, or will reſpe& but 
(as they call chem)their owne creatures, 
W hich is the chiefe root ofdiſcontent- 
ment, when euery man will thinke him- 
ſelfe ro haue a part inthe diſgrace ofthe 
moſt worthie, and ſuiters rhemſclues 
will take it for no diſgrace to ſee more 
worthic preferred before them. Howbe- 
itin this caſe as inthe other, the liberrie 
of our times , hath brought all but to 
opinion, and made it nothing #o be, vit- 
leflewe be thought :in ſo much as fim- 
ple vertue,that is, vertue without mony 
ot friends , doth endure a kind of Oftr« 
ciſme , and cither. mult liue ro opinion, 
' or bee content to liue in diſgrace. Yet 
when all is done, #r#th mult be the cre- 
dit both of perſons and things, and in 
the end will have grace both with God 
and man: and though the Sophiſtrie of
